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Delegation Assured . . 


Natural Gas In 1959 
For Barons-Vulcan Line 


Following meetings of a Vulcan 
delegation last week with officials 
of the Gas and Oil Conservation 
Board and the Board of Public 
Utilities, it seems fairly certain 
that the Vulcan line will definitely 
have natural gas service in 1959. 

Confirmation was received that 
the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company has reached an 
agreement with Trans-Canada 
Pipe Lines for the supply of gas 
and with Alberta Gas Trunk Lines 
for its transportation from the 
Pincher Creek Held to a take-olf 
point between Nobleford and Mon¬ 
arch. It was the opinion of of¬ 
ficials of both Boards that Barons, 
Carmangay, Champion and Vulcan 
—the towns to be served by the 
proposed new gas line— should 
definitely be getting natural gas 
next year and tjy that time any 
flaws affecting the operation of 
the new plant at Pincher would 
be ironed out, ensuring an un¬ 
interrupted supply of gas. 

The delegation, composed of 
Mayor William Munro of the 
Town of Vulcan and Gerry Ness, 
president of the Vulcan District 
Board ot Trade, was prepared to 
see Premier Manning in Edmonton 
if necessary to present the town's 
case for natural gas service, but 
the information gained at the 
meetings in Calgary made this 
step unnecessary. 

In arranging the meeting, the 
lion. Rev. Peter Dawson, MLA for 
Little Bow and speaker of the 
House in the provincial legislature, 
was contacted, and it was through 
his co-operation and very helpful 
direction that the members of the 
delegation were able to meet with 
the Conservation Board. Arrange¬ 
ments for an interview with 
Premier Manning, if found neces¬ 
sary, were also made by Mr. Daw¬ 
son. 

TheTirst interview was with Mr. 
McKinnon, chairman of the Gas 
und Oil Conservation Board and 
Mr. Chebback of Edmonton who is 
connected with the Board. The 
chairman intimated that the Board 
of Public Utilities would be of 
more help and as the chairman of 
that board, Mr. Henderson, was in 
Calgary, a second meeting was as- 
ranged with him.

Hutterite Study 

The investigation of the Hutterite question in Al¬ 
berta, now under way, is at once overdue and unfdl’- 
tunately timed. We are not criticizing the Manning 
government on either score, for we recognize that it 
has required some political courage to bring the mat¬ 
ter to a head and commend it for appointing the pre¬ 
sent comfhittee of inquiry. At the same time, we can¬ 
not be happy that the inquiry is being conducted just 
when a provincial election is in the wind, for there is 
a danger that the Hutterite problem will be complicat¬ 
ed by campaign passions in consequence. Spokesmen 
for both the Soektl Credit and the Liberal parties have 
expressed moderate views on the subject in recent 
months, however, so that we may at least hope it will 
not become a campaign issue. 

We must also hope that the three-man committee 
headed by W. E. Frame will make its investigation 
as thorough and objective as possible. The announce¬ 
ment that it will study measures taken in other pro¬ 
vinces where Hutterite colonies exist is encouraging. 
An apparently satisfactory agreement has been work¬ 
ed out between the Hutterites and municipal officials 
in Manitoba. If similar arrangements can be introduc¬ 
ed in this province, thereby making the repeal of our 
discriminatory legislation politically possible, some¬ 
thing worthwhile will have been achieved.

vising make, model, calibre, serial 
no., barrel length, and number of 
shots, and a new certificate will be 
provided. 

3. If you have received a pistol or 
revolver which was previously re¬ 
gistered to unother person. 

It will be necessary for you to 
apply to your nearest Police De¬ 
partment so the transfer of this

VISITING TOURISTS and resident 
Albertans alike are making heavy 
use of the roadside camping and 
picnic spots provided along heavily 
travelled highways by the Alberta 
Government. The Alnerta Travel 
Bureau reports that the number of 
visitors camping out is almost 
twice that of 1957, and the trend 
is still growing in popularity. The 
Bureau estimates that 30 percent 
of all motorists use the camping or 
picnic facilities. 

The Department of Highways 
lias located 43 roadside campsites 


throughout the province. Each is 
equlppped with a rustic type shel¬ 
ter, cook stove, tables and toilet 
facilities. Fresh water wells are 
provided wherever possible. Some 
spots have proven so popular that 
a second shelter had had to be 
built. 

By the end of the season, Al¬ 
berta’s provincial parks will have 
52 shelters, 850 picnic tables and 
171 rest benches.
